THE  MAGIC  OF 

MARDI  GRAS

Mardi  Gras  evolves  from  roots  in  Catholic 
Europe,  where  the  holiday  provided 
parishoners  a  last  opportunity  to  make 
merry  before  the  somberncss  and 
sacrifice  of  Lent.  As  its  popularity  grew 
(who  can  resist  a  party?),  the  day  became  a 
season.  Also  known  as  Carnival,  this  celebration  period  may  last  a  month  or  more 
jepending  on  the  region,  but  always  culminates  on  Shrove,  or  "Fat"  Tuesday. 


In  America,  the  Mardi  Gras  capital  is  New  Orleans!  The  tradition  began  when  die  city 
was  under  French  and  Spanish  flags,  and  it  has  grown  bigger  and  bigger  over  the 
ensuing  centuries.  Wc  experience  die  glitter  and  pageantry  of  a  month's  worth  of 
parlies,  paradqs  and  balls.  Mardi  Gras  Tuesday  is  a  state  holiday  that  even  rivals 
Christmas  in  participation!  Everyone  gets  involved  and  everyone  has  fun! 

IT'S  A  RULE! 


If  you  have  a  sense  of  adventure,  a  competitive  streak  and  don't  mind  crowds,  one  of 
the  best  ways  to  enjoy  Mardi  Gras  is  to  attend  a  parade!  Now,  there  arc  bigger  parades 
in  America,  and  ones  with  bigger  and  more  elaborate  floats.  Two  things,  however,  set 
Mardi  Gras  parades  apart.  One  is  the  number  of  them.  Throughout  the  greater  New 
Orleans  area,  there  are  two  to  twelve  parades  daily!  They  start  out  sporadically  about  a 
month  prior  to  Shrove  Tuesday  and  get  bigger  and  more  frequent  as  the  big  day  gets 
closer.  Each  parade  is  sponsored  by  a  Krewe  or  Krewcs,  and  in  addition  to  the  Krewe's 
floats,  parades  arc  augmented  by  marching  bands,  Shriners,  dance  clubs,  riding  clubs, 
the  sheriffs  posse,  politicians  and  various  commercial  entities.  The  parade  routes  run 
from  three  to  six  miles,  and  as  many  of  these  auxiliary  groups  march  in  several  parades, 
they've  got  to  be  pretty  tired  by  Lent! 

The  second  thing  that  sets  Mardi  Gras  parades  apart  is  "throws."  Riders  on  the  15  -  100 
floats  of  the  parade  "equip"  themselves  with  beaded  necklaces,  gum  and  candy,  small 
toys  and  stuffed  animals,  Krewe  imprinted  plastic  cups,  wine  bottles,  lingerie  and,  of 
course,  the  Krewe's  doubloons.  People  line  both  sides  ol  the  parade  route  and  yell  the 
locally  famous,  "Throw  me  somethin',  Mister!"  As  the  floats  pass,  die  air  tills  with 
flying  objects  and  the  crowd  goes  crazy  trying  to  catch  the  "throws."  1  here're  a  couple 
of  basic  rules  that  you  learn  quickly  at  a  parade.  1).  A  throw  that  reaches  the  ground  is 
covered  with  the  foot.  NEVER  use  your  hand,  as  someone  will  step  on  it!  2).  Don  t 
become  complacent  because  you  are  competing  for  throws  with  a  pre-schooler  or  a 
sweet  grandmotherly  type.  The  first  has  learned  young  and  die  second  has  survived  a  lot 
more  parades  than  you  have!  When  in  doubt,  ALWAYS  refer  back  to  rule  one!  There 
arc  a  few  other  rules  (of  an  adult  nature)  dial  apply  for  the  parades  in  downtown  New

Orleans,  but  we  slay  in  Metairie  (the  suburbs)  where  the  entertainment  is  more  family 
oriented. 

Even  so,  you  have  to  put  yourself  in  the  mood.  This  year  we  went  to  a  LOT  of 
parades...  1  can't  remember  whether  it  was  twelve  parades  or  twelve  days  and  more 
parades.  In  the  aftermath,  we  had  suffered  a  black  eye,  bruised  ribs,  wrenched  back, 
grass  stains,  a  skinned  knee  and  red  cars  (some  people  REALLY  don't  like  it  when  you 
beat  them  to  a  "throw").  On  the  plus  side,  we  came  home  w  ith  106  commemorative 
plastic  drink  cups,  a  bottle  of  (cheap)  red  wine,  eighteen  tootsie  rolls,  twenty-four 
pieces  of  gum,  six  combs,  two  back  scratchcrs,  four  plastic  flowers,  fifteen  GROSS  of 
beaded  necklaces,  a  New  Orleans  Saints  pennant  (we're  Broncos  fans),  enough  little 
toys  and  stuffed  animals  to  keep  OUR  grandchildren  happy  for  a  year...  and  about  fifty 
Mardi  Gras  Doubloons! 

Unfortunately,  the  doubloons  were  all  aluminum.  Generally,  that's  all  you  get,  although 
the  color  schemes  are  frequently  purple,  green  or  gold  (yellow),  the  Mardi  Gras  colors. 
Silver  and  gold  doubloons  are  usually  only  acquired  if  you  are  a  Krewe  member,  VIP  or 
fund  raiser.  Some  Krewes  also  have  doubloons  struck  in  antiqued  bronze,  oxysilver, 
nickel,  wood  and  plastic.  Another  popular  style  is  known  locally  as  the  "multi  -  color." 
Silver  art  people  would  probably  recognize  this  technique  as  "domed  enamelling." 
Unfortunately  for  our  group,  most  of  the  extant  examples  are  done  on  off-metals.  There 
arc  only  a  few  issues  which  are  done  on  silver,  although  these  are  from  the  early  70  s, 
long  before  any  art  bars  were  offered  with  it. 

Anyway,  Mardi  Gras  really  does  provide  a  special  magic  all  its  own,  one  which 
everyone  should  have  the  opportunity  to  experience.  One  might  speak  of  excitement, 
optomism  and  gaiety,  a  hint  of  mystery  and  romance...  or  one  might  wonder  whats  in 
the  water  to  make  otherwise  sane  and  sensible  adults  scream,  jump  and  fight  over  two 
cent  trinkets?!?!?!!!!!

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Oct.  12*  1991  Annual  Meeting 
Long  Beach,  California 


LONG  BEACH  was  HOT!!  and  the  show  itself  was  fairly  successful. 

A  number  of  California  club  members  stopped  by  the  table  to  say 
hello,  including  A1  Fisher,  Dale  Lynn,  Chuck  Luce,  Michelle  Burke, 
Patti  Moreno,  Richard  Nelson  and  Ross  Albergo.  Mark  Yee  flew  in 
from  Honolulu.  My  apologies  to  anyone  whom  I've  left  out.  Officers 
and  Trustees  at  the  show  included  Steve  Rood,  Jim  Best,  Nancy  Yee, 
Duane  Spellman,  Harvey  Chew  and  H.  Earl  Schlotrhauer.  Ken  Macomber 
was  unable  to  attend  this  year,  and  Bill  Cassin,  unfortunately  was 
on  the  sick  list.  A  recent  letter  says  he's  on  the  mend.  Teresa 
Darling  and  Sam  Lopresto  put  on  a  great  show.  We  were  fortunate 
to  have  such  a  choice  location,  right  down  the  aisle  from  the  main 
entrance !' 


The  club  had  two  display  cases.  An  exhibit  in  one  was  titled, 

"IASAC  Presents  Southern  California  in  Silver."  Subtitles  included 
Famous  Landmarks,  Love  A  Fair,  Hooray  for  Hollywood,  Parade  of  Stars, 
Clowning  Around,  The  Sports  Arena,  and  The  Sunshine  State.  The 
majority  of  the  bars  and  rounds  were  from  Steve  Rood's  collection, 
with  a  little  help  from  Duane  Spellman,  Harvey  Chew  and  Nancy  Yee.

News  have  paid  for  themselves  in  the  number  of  new  members  we've 
enrolled  recently.  Current  active  membership  stands  at  approximately 
200. 

Jim  Best  reported  that  he  plans  to  set  up  a  non-competitive  exhibit 
again  next  year  at  the  FUN  convention  in  Orlando,  and  he  has  also 
donated  the  IASAC' s  membership  dues  for  FUN. 

Steve  Rood  announced  that  he  would  be  speaking  on  a  radio  talk  show 
originating  from  Station  KVEG  in  Las  Vegas  during  the  week  of  Oct.  21. 
The  subject:  Silver  Art  Bars  and  the  IASAC! 

Duane  Spellman  reported  on  the  Bugle.  Beginning  with  this  edition, 
printing  is  going  to  be  handled  by  Archie  Kidd,  thereby  saving  hours 
of  collating,  folding,  stapling  and  stamping  time.  Duane  will  continue 
to  act  as  Editor,  and  all  advertisements  and  articles  should  be  sent 
to  him  at  the  Canoga  Park,  California  address. 

Duane  also  reported  on  the  1991  club  bar.  The  total  mintage  was  150, 
with  one  bar  destroyed  in  the  numbering  process  for  a  final  mintage 
of  149.

All  officers  were  re-elected,  and  all 
the  Bylaw  changes  passed.  One  Bylaw  was  corrected  by  emergency  action 
at  the  meeting,  changing  the  top  age  for  Junior  members  from  18  to  17. 
This  error  on  the  ballot  was  spotted  by  one  of  our  sharp  members! 

With  the  passage  of  the  change  in  Article  IV,  Section  2  regarding  the 
number  of  Trustees,  John  Sodl  of  Seaside  Heights,  New  Jersey  was 
nominated,  seconded  and  elected  to  fill  the  fifth  post.  John  has 
a  profile  in  this  edition  of  the  Bugle. 

Charles  Diehl  of  Rockford,  Illinois  was  re-appointed  Sargeant-at- 
Arms  by  the  Officers  and  Trustees. 

Finally,  service  awards  were  presented  to  those  Officers  and  Trustees 
who  were  present  at  the  meeting.  We  ended  by  giving  door  prizes  to 
six  lucky  people.  Chuck  Luce,  Linda  Spellman,  H.  Earl  Schlotzhauer, 
Michelle  Burke,  Ross  Albergo's  sister  Marijean  and  Jim  Best  won  bars 
and  rounds  donated  by  several  club  members.
